Robert T. H ill of the geological survey, 
who was one of the scientists on the 
expedition of investigation sent out 
by this government following the Mar* 
Unique disaster, has arrived in this 
city from New York. 
Professor H ill 
said: 
"The Dixie expedition was a great 
success. 
It was organized in less than 
four days with a complete equipment 
The endeavor* 
which 
the 
United 
States made to relieve the distress and 
the l a r g e representation 
naval ves­ 
sels and newspaper men made a deep 
Impression upon the people of the isl­ 
and, to whom we were a constant mar­ 
vel and source of astonishment. 
"Too much cannot be said of th * en­ 
terprise and labor of United States 
Consul Ayme, who rushed to th** scene 
of a* tion from his station at Guade­ 
loupe, with hardly a change of cloth­ 
ing and a few shillings in his pocket, 
and then m anfully and intelligently 
<11*1 everything in his power to assist 
th* people of the island and th** Am er­ 
ican relief party. 
It Is feared that his 
health, which was already precarious, 
is s* riously shattered by his labors. 
"Th*- only criticism that could be 
mad** coroerning the outcome of th** 
expedition would be concerning the 
manner in which th** relief was distrib­ 
uted on the Island. 
Notwithstanding 
th** reports to the contrary, there was 
much distress upon Martinique, and 
had our supplies been distributed with 
th** sam*- generosity by the local offi­ 
cer* as that 
with which they were 
given much 
more good would have 
been done. 
The governor and many 
of the prominent island officials hav­ 
ing been kill oil by th** disaster the 
slowness of th** relief was no doubt 
due to the disorganized condition of 
affairs. 
Th** few patients in the local 
hospitals who should have been the 
chief beneficiaries of our charitable 
expedit ion, which contained every pos­ 
sible ai Dele for the relief of the sick, 
aiel clothing enough to have clad the 
population of the island, cl iii not re­ 
ceive a single article which we car­ 
ried. 
And the two sailors from the 
Rnraima. who were brough bark with 
us. came upon the Dixie almost naked 
and had been supplied with clothes 
from th** sailors’ lucky hag. 
The sup­ 
plies brought by the Dixie were simply 
stored in the warehouses. 
Many peo­ 
ple of tile island are without shelter, 
while the tents we carried remain un- 
pa* ked. 
Anil when we left hut little 
of the relief was reaching the interior 
of the country, where it 
was most 
needed,”
